(By the Associated Press.) 
Allied troops on a front of more than 120 miles from the North 
4 sea to t h e Oise river are pressing closely after the 
retiring 
Ger­ 
mans. 
The enemy is being given no rest and m a y have difficulty in 
holding his supposedly prepared lines, when they are reached. 
On 
the north the British, French and Belgians are approaching Ghent 
and in the center the British are marching on Tournai, while the Brit­ 
ish, French and Americans north of the Oise are threatening import­ 
ant railway lines south of Valenciennes. 
In the Argonne west of the 
Meuse the Americans have improved their positions in the neighbor­ 
ly hood of Bantheville. 


Unofficial reports are that the Belgian coast 
has 
been cleared 
t completely of the enemy forces and that six thousand German troops 
’ have been caught between the advancing allies and the Dutch border 
and North sea. 
This force apparently was unable to make good its 
escape southeastward in the direction of Antwerp, owing to the rapidi­ 
ty of the allied advance from Bruges. 
Allied troops 
are 
reported 
near Escloo, fifteen miles east of Bruges 
and 
the 
same 
distance 
northw est of Ghent and also are approaching the Dutch frontier near 
Sluis. 
The allied troops in Flanders have regained 800 square miles 
of territory in the past four days. 


Between Bruges and Courtrai the German resistance is somewhat 
stiffer than further north, but south of Courtrai the British are ad­ 
vancing rapidly. 
From Chereng southward to east of Douai the Brit- 
fsh have gone forward nearly eight miles on a thirty-mile front in 
three days. 
South of Valenciennes, the British, American and French 
\ forces are widening the wedge driven into the German defenses. 
The Selle has been crossed southeast of Cambrai. There are some

A maximum production of poultry, 
eggs, duel’s, Reese and turkeys is tim 
object of tho United States department 
of agricultures campaign to stimulate 
the output.

amount of desirable, salable stock as » 
well as the retention in the producing 
flocks of the best fowls which are par* I 
tieularly qualified as layers and breed- j 
ors. 
Quantity or volume of market 
products is, < 
course, desired, but in « 
no respect s j * ar. 5 quality 
be sacri­ 
ficed iii order to increase the business 
bulk of eggs, meat, breeders or exhibi-! 
tion fowl. 
During tile autumn the m atter of* 
culling the flock again is of first Im- I 
port a nee. Especially during times like 
the present, when all feeding stuffs are 
extremely high in price, it is essential 
th at unprofitable fowls be culled from 
the wage-earning flock. 
The federal j 
poultry specialists urge that all un­ 
profitable birds not qualified as layers 
or breeders should be culled from the i 
flock by O cto b e r. Experienced poultry- 
men whose flocks return the* maximum 
not profits m aintain that close culling 
Is tho most profitable and tim ely oceii-1 
pal ion in which they can engage (lur-; 
Ing the early fall. 


Steady Stream of Eggs. 
E v e ry producer 
desires 
a 
steady 
Stream of fall and winter eggs. Stric t 
attention to tho calendar and the poul­ 
try program, and the proper relation 
between the various seasons and the 
activities in the hennery and y a r d s 
help get m any eggs. 
This means to 
perform each seasonal activity at ox- - 
a rtly tho right time. 
The hatch must 
be e a rly; th; chicks must be pushed 
to rapid development and maturity. 
E a rly in the fall, in sections where 
clim atic conditions require' such action, 
all the early and mature pullets should 
be housed in comfortable, well-venti­ 
lated quarters previously made sani* j Owen 
tarv. N aturally in southern locations, j 
— — 
where the autumn usually is fa irly ! 
w arm , early housing may not be neces-* 
fiary, but care should be exercised to j 
have the birds nuder proper shelter I 
when the weather begins to get cold.' 
Sanitation should be practiced

alone in the housing of the p oultry.' 
but also in their feeding, watering and 
general management. 
Cleanliness Essential. 
Sim plicity of ration and absolute! 
cleanliness in tile care and preparation *

be sweet, sound and wholly free from ' 
taint, mold or mustiness. 
Fo r laying t 
fowls the United States department of 1 
agriculture advises the use of a mix-1 
ture of finely ground oars in conjunc* I 
tion with fine bono meal, this oombina* I 
tion being a valuable supplement tc i 
any commercial mash which is now on I 
the m arket 
I 
Yearling bens should be retained in * 
the flock to serve as breeding stor k I 
for the following season. E a rly , well- J 
matured pullets are satisfactory if they 
are not forced too much for egg pro­ 
duction during tho winter. 
Attention to detail and care in con­ 
stantly 
watching 
the

Which appear trivial are 
important. 
A sickly chick or adult allowed to run 
w ith the flock, a dead chick or fowl not j 
buried or burned promptly, sour feed 
In the houses or yards, lice and mites 
as well as drafts and dampness should I 
be guarded against and combated as I 
insidious enemies.

small size of the domestic species is 
the chief cause for its neglect as a food 
animal,

T he Peruvian method of dressing the ;

Management of Ga .its Pigs. 


furnishes profitnJ Ie employment for 
the farmer and hts hired help, if he 
has any, during the winter ami early 
spring, when work is slack.

When sufficient farm labor is not 
available to harvest all the crops, live 
! stock offer a profitable method of tak- 
j ing care of the surplus hay and gruin 
by pasturing them.

I not only harvest them cheaply, but 
while doing so make profitable gains 
and help to maintain soil fertility. 
In- 
j stead of cutting the entire alfalfa, clo-
